Temperature-wise, it was a hot 
time at Monday evening’s meeting 
of the Coffee County Commission. 
The air conditioning unit in the 
Community Room was not working 
properly. 

The problem used to be the noise 
level in the meeting room - now it’s 
the cooling! Maybe soon both prob- 
lems will be solved, especially if 
temperatures continue to soar. 

There were also about thrty resi- 
dents of the county in attendance at 
Monday’s meeting which added to 
the * problem.” Warm bodies gener- 
ate heat. 

All-in-all, the conditions did have 
a positive effect - the commissioners 
moved through their agenda with 
added haste. 

Earlier in the day, commissioners 
opened bids, and reviewed them, on 


$263,000 in sales during their first 
year in 1957 to 100 employees and 
1997 sales of $31 million. They 
have survived many ups and downs 
with the Elba community, plus a 
1962 fire which destroyed their 
meat packing plant. The facilities 
have been expanded nine times dur- 
ing the last 36 years and this latest 
expansion is expected to add about 
35 more jobs during the next 5-10 
years. 

What was once a local custom 
meat slaughter/packing company is 
now a growing meat processor and 
food distributor with regular sales to 
institutional and retail customers in 
a 100 miles radius of Elba, including 
the Florida Panhandle. 

Current owners of the company 


are Robert H. (Hollis) Kelley, 
Charles E. (Everette) Kelley, 


Dwight W. Kelley, Jerry W. Kelley, 
Edwin (Eddie) B. Kelley and 
Charles S. (Scott) Kelley. When the 
company was first started in 1957, 
owners included the father and 
grandfather of the present owners, 
the late Lester Kelley as well as 
Max Glisson. What was originally 
Elba Packing Company, was 
changed in 1989 to Kelley Foods of 
Alabama, Inc.

Governor whistle-stop tour visits Elba

A whirlwind tour of several 
southeast Alabama towns and cities 
brought Governor Fob James to 
Elba last Thursday morning. 

Gov. James's two-bus caravan 
traveling with several support vehi- 
cles (campaign staffers) arrived in 
Elba at approximately 10:30 a.m 
stopping at Elba’s temporary city 
hall on Claxton Avenue. 

There were approximately fifty 
individuals gathered at “city hall” to 
greet the governor and hear his 
comments concerning his bid for 
the nomination of the Republican 
Party for re-election as Governor of 
Alabama, 

Mayor James Grimes welcomed 
the governor back to Elba (he and 
his wife Bobbie visited Elba imme- 
diately after the March 8th flood) 
when he stepped off the bus. 

Goy, James wasted little time in 
meeting the crowd as he waded into 
the group shaking hands and paus- 
ing for pictures with several differ- 
ent people. 

Soon after greeting the people he 
stepped back toward his bus and 
grabbed a microphone and got on 
his “stump” and begin reassuring 
those gathered that he has not, and 
will not, impose any new taxes on 
the people of Alabama when he is 
re-elected governor. 

On a more personal note, Goy, 
James assured the people of Elba 
that he had not forgotten his com-

mitment to “fix” the levee so that 
Elba won't flood again as it did in 
March of ‘98 and ‘90, 

He went on to remind the people 
that during his four years as gover- 
nor he had gotten tough on crime, 
More than 200 new state troopers 
have been placed on the highways, 
additional correctional facilities 
constructed, and he’s supported leg- 
islation and preventive programs 
aimed at curbing crime in the state. 

The governor went on to say that 
he has made improving education 
for the state’s children a top priority 
of his administration, Additional 
teachers have been hired, lowering 
the student-teacher ratio in the 
state’s schools; he has worked to 
eliminate temporary classrooms, 


and purchased 2,200 new school 
buses making student transportation 
safer. 

James continued to voice his 
approval for prayer in public 
schools commenting on the right of 
a football coach to lead his players 
in a prayer before taking the field. 

At the conclusion of his speech to 
the crowd, Governor James read an 
introduction that his Republican 
opponent, Winton Blount, gave him 
prior to his addressing a chamber of 
commerce meeting in 1995, The 
remarks were words of “high 
praise” for James. He “thanked 
WIN-TON” for those kind words. 

The governor shook more hands, 
boarded his bus and headed north.

King, Elba native serving in 
Governor James cabinet, praised the 
expansion as, “Hometown Jobs for 
Hometown People.” Along with his 
praising the expansion, King pre- 
sented a $30,000 check to the Elba 
Industrial Board to help with site 
preparation for the new construc- 
tion. King also was on the receiving 
end of some shared experiences 
when Vice President Eddie Kelley 
told of some boy scout experiences 


He also suomitted a list of noncol- 
lectable taxes due to insolvents 
(businesses or corporations no 
longer in business) and litigations 
(tied up in court) that require the 
commission’s approval. The total 


amount due to insolvency was 
$914.16 and in litigation was 
$55.64. 


After hearing the revenue com- 
missioner’s report, the commission- 
ers voted unanimously to approve it. 

Dr. James Paul addressed the com- 
mission on behalf of the residents of 
Co. Rd. 157 - a dirt road which runs 
between Co. Rd. 156 (Boy Scout 
Road) and AL Hwy. 167. The major- 
ity of the evening meeting’s 
“gallery” was made up of these res- 
idents. 


“We're here tonight as a show of 


solidarity and unity about having our 
county road paved,” he said. “I 
understand that because of the rains 
and floods we’ ve had that the paving 
schedule for this year is going to be 
put off a little bit. That’s understand- 
able. 

“But we are here to let everyone 
know that we are sincere about get- 
ting our road paved.” 

Paul expressed some concerns that 
he and some of the other landowners 
have about the right-of-way deeds, 
They want to be sure that the appro- 
priate deeds have been signed and 
that the work will not be held up 
because of “paperwork.” 

County Engineer Tindell com- 
mented that the surveying of the 
road (locating the actual roadbed) 
can be done even if all the deeds 
have not been acquired. 

After a short discussion, members 
of the commission assured Paul that 
they are committed to getting Co. 
Rd. 157 paved as soon as possible, 
and that all the proper paperwork 
(right-of-way deeds) will be 
obtained in a timely manner if it has 
not already been acquired. 

Also on the agenda was Larry 
Cornell concerning Co. Rd. 155; 
however, he stated that his problem 
(whatever it was) had already been 
solved by Commissioner Kayo 
Lewis, 

“He’s educated everybody that 
was involved with the road the cor- 
rect way to do things,” said Cornell. 
He thanked the commission and sit 
down. 

Sheriff Ben Moates addressed the 
commission and made a request for 
an allocation of funds in conjunction 
with the 12th Judicial Circuit Drug 
Task Force. Also present was 
District Attorney Mark Fuller whose 
office oversees the operation of the

| knew when I played ball in the 
church hall with my pastor, Ben 
McKee’s, 10-year-old granddaugh 
ter, Samantha, last year that she 
would be a match for my lively 7- 
year-old granddaughter, Wesley.

Second, it is important to know 
the vegetable families. Many veg- 
etables belong to the same family. 
For example, watermelons and 
squash are in the Cucurbit family so 
you don’t want to plant watermel- 
ons where you planted squash last 
year. Nematode and diseases build 
up while soil nutrients are depleted 
when planting the same family of 
vegetables in the same location two 
years in a row. 

Here is an easy guide to grouping 
vegetables by families for success- 
ful rotation, 

1. LEGUMINOSAE: _ garden 
peas, field peas, lima beans, butter- 
beans, soybeans, pole beans 

2. SOLANACEOUS: potatoes, 
tomatoes, eggplant, pepper

The Elba City Council meeting 
opened with another executive ses 
sion Monday night after council 
member Ronny Hammond ques 
tioned recent personnel actions by 
police chief R. W. Whitworth rhe 
closed session lasted for 38 minutes 
As the council reconvened, Mayor 
James Grimes announced there was 
no action to be taken by the council,
